Bylaw regulates skinshows in residential neighborhoods

And a city bylaw officer says the 
woman has a case against flawed 
rules governing such shows. 

Last week Castle Downs resi- 
dent Barb Duteau brought plans to 
raise money for a water park to a 
screeching halt, saying it was inap- 
propriate to raise money for a chil- 
dren’s facility through a planned 
ladies night fund-raiser. Now she 
has discovered what she calls a 
“gaping hole” in the bylaw regulat- 
ing nude dancing and the proximi 
ty to residential areas. 

The bylaw, introduced six years 
ago, restricts nude dancing to 150 
metres from residential areas. 
However, Duteau says the city 
only applies those restrictions to 
the location of a stripping agency's 
office, not the dancing itself. A 
bylaw enforcement officer, who 
requested anonymity, confirmed 
the city’s approach to the bylaw. 

“Strippers could take it off in a 
church as long as their agency is 
located more than 150 metres 
away from a residential area,” he 
said. “It’s a glitch in the current 
bylaw that has been brought to 
council's attention many times.” 

The officer also says the issue 
has been muddied because city

“This is appealing to the lowest 
common denominator and, really, 
they’re pushing their morality 
down my throat,” she said. But 
Duteau adds it’s not only nude 
dancing that worries her. It’s the 
nature of community fund-raising 
these days. She points to events 
like adult variety nights in which 
volunteers show their “talent” in 
an alcohol-laden environment, and 
pub nights as two examples.

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Edmonton's best actor hits the stage

t's Monday night and Dakota House is 
J rerots In less than 24 hours the 

young actor, with seven years of film 
and television experience, makes his 
first-ever stage appearance at Theatre 
Network’s NeXtfest opening night, in 
Chasing Pocahontas. 

“My entire career has been complete- 
ly in film. I often wondered about doing 
theatre and it scared the hell out of me,” 
said House, who for six years played 
Teevee on CBC's hit show North of 60. 
“I'm so nervous, yet so pumped.” 

Chasing Pocahontas is the Redman 
Caravan/Sharc-House Theatre version 
of the story popularized by Disney's fea- 
ture cartoon. The characters in this 
multimedia piece travel back in time to 
find a videotape, to show the world that 
John Smith was no Casanova who 
swept the native princess off her feet. 

“Disney is such bullshit! I don’t know 
how many little kids came out after that 
movie thinking that native people are 
savages. What is that shit?! They said 
‘savage’ so many times in that movie,” 
said House, a father of three. 

“My friend took his daughter to see it 
and after she looked at her mom and 
said, ‘Dad’s a savage?’ What kind of 
message is that?” 

Aside from opening-night jitters — 
“I’m just gonna get out there and act my 
ass off!” — House is curious to see the 
audience reaction to the potentially 
explosive show. Developed over a mere 
three weeks with a respectable cast and 
crew of director Keith Thome, actors

videographer/stage manager Andre 
Pinces, Chasing Pocahontas is a 
scathing rebuke of a society that allows 
stories from numerous cultures and 
religions to be bastardized into cheery 
children’s cartoons, for profit

House has a similar attitude about his 
career, his critics and his bouts with the 
media, the last of which exploded when 
four guys wielding two-by-fours put him 
in the hospital last fall. House’s face is 
unscarred, but the missing top half of 
his left ear is a constant reminder of 
that night. 

“Here I was, near death, and I'm read- 
ing this stuff in the paper; some even 
(suggested) that I could have initiated 
it,” he said, wincing. “With all the bad 
publicity, there have been times when I 
thought I should drop out of this game, 
but then I thought, it would be really 
bad if they stopped writing about me! 
You know the old saying, any publicity 
is good publicity. 

“Whoever supports me and knows 
me, hey, let’s blaze a trail. Fuck every- 
one else.”

Tuesday night the Roxy is bubbling

Vardbird blues series Wraps Up in Syl

ruce Stovel is just winding up 
K his first year as co-ordinator of 

blues programming at the 
Yardbird Suite and his final book- 
ing of the ‘98/99 season is one that 
brings the University of Alberta 
professor and blues fanatic partic- 
ular satisfaction. 

That act is Byther Smith, a 
Chicago-based guitarist and vocal- 
ist, who Stovel will have had the 
satisfaction of catching for two 
weekends straight once this week- 
end’s shows have run their course. 

“I had the pleasure of attending 
the Chicago Blues Festival from 
last Thursday through Monday 
with local blues pianist Graham 
Guest and we saw Byther on a 
show billed as the Chicago Blues 
Masters that also included a per- 
formance from Eddie C. Camp- 
bell,” said Stovel. 

“He tore the place down. I put 
him in the same category as Otis 
Rush. He’s so blues and so intense 
that some people just can’t con- 
nect with it,” added the man who 
also co-hosts Calling All Blues 
with his son, blues drummer Grant 
Stovel, every Wednesday from 8 - 
10 p.m. on CJSR FM 88.5. 

Don’t feel bad if you’re not 
familiar with the work of Smith; he 
hasn't had the time in the spotlight 
he’s deserved. But the 65-year-old 
musician has left his mark along 
the way. He worked as a bass play- 
er at times and, in the '60s, backed 
the likes of Howlin’ Wolf and Rush 
and, for two years, devoted him- 


self to the Gospel circuit, singing 
and playing guitar with The 
Chicago Travelers. 

Following that stint, Smith was 
bandleader and guitarist for late 
harmonica great Junior Wells in 
the house band in Chicago’s 
Theresa’s Lounge. Finally, by the 
end of the ’70s, he went out on his 
own and began fronting his own 
group, The Nightriders, and 
recording both singles and albums. 
Most of his recorded output from 
the ’80s is tough to find but the 
three discs he’s recorded in the 
‘90s are on better-distributed 
labels.

I am a happily married 
woman with two beautiful 

s children, and I have a deep, 
dark secret.
